Nebraska Food Products Will Be 
Sampled at Establishment in 
Terrace of States. 


Air, water and thought are prominent 
items on the special menu for dyspeptics 
which Mrs. Harriet 8. McMurphy of 
Omaha, famous as a woman who can teach 
brides how to cook, will provide in the 
Nebraska restaurant she is to conduct at 
the World’s Fair. 

This does not mean that dyspeptics are to 
be limited to such light foods, but by virtue 
of them the sufferers may also eat safely 
such foode as creamed chicken with crou- 
tons, baked apples with almonds, and 
whipped cream and fruit mousses, 

‘It is not so much what you eat as the 
way you eat it,”’ says Mrs. McMurphy. 
“You must think; you must breathe prop- 
erly; you must have light and cheerful 
surroundings. These are what I shall fur- 
nish. 

“The menu is what I call a balanced food 
ration. By this I mean that ft is one-third 
a body builder and two-thirds an energy 
producer. 

‘The chief difference between the dys- 
peptic menu and other menus is that fewer 
meats are served in the former, and that 
the condiments used are ot delicate rather 
than of high flavor. You notice pepper and 
mustard are excluded. 

‘“‘T am certain that the person ‘who follows 
my instructions and uses my menu will be 
cured of his allment. I have the personal 
proof, because I was once a dyspeptic and

nish a dyepeptic menu, is to be located on 
the site once intended for a Nebraska build- 
ing It will be on a high point in the ter- 
race of states, whersé the air is pure and 
great trees left from the wilderness fur- 
nish fine shade.

The restaurant is to be the adjunct of an 
exhibit of Nebraska foodstuffs. Mrs, Mc-

food-producing belt. 

The building will be erected in pagoda 
style. It will contain exhibits of Nebraska 
foods, including both agricultural products 
and manufactured goods. It will be made 
a headquarters for Nebraskans since the 
state is to have no state pavilion. 

+ The restaurant will be on either side of 
the building and will be open, with a can- 
VAS f to insure plenty of fresh air and 
light. It will have tables for 200 persons 
and four of these will be reserved for dys- 
peptics with signs to attract them to it. 
“Tf we find that the dyspeptics are nu- 
merous,’’-said Mrs, McMurphy, ‘I shall re- 
serve more tables for them. I shall cer-

McMurphy is a teacher and lecturer 
on Acmentio science, and has been connect- 
ed for years with the state agricultural 
institutes.

THERE WILL BE RAGTIME 
GALORE AT WORLD'S FAIR 
SAYS PROF. G. Dd. MARKHAM

OW VERY unfortunate that Prof. 
George D. Markham should be kept 
so busy writing insurance policies. 

As chief of the bureau of music of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition he ought to 
devote some time to the writing of popular 
symphonies and programs. But the pro- 
fessor does not compose. He does not draw 
any salary, either, but that is not the rea- 
gon why he is not actively engaged in the 
great musical enterprise of the World's 
Fair. 

He can’t get away from his business. 

And he knows his business, I can assure 
you. He came very near insuring my life 
for $150 while I was trying to interview 
nim. 

He knows something about musio, too. 

For he used to sing in church choirs 
after graduating from Harvard and was 
president of the music committee at the 
Compton Avenue Church, and president of 
the Association of Music Chairmen. 

His chief merits, however, are the chryg- 
talization of the plans of his department 
and proper advice regarding the proper ex- 
penditures of the Exposition budget for 
music. 

\After seaching in vain for Prof. Mark- 
ham in every part of the Fair grounds 
I finally located him in his officg down- 
town. 

He was so busy paying out insurance 
moniés that he wanted to settle tiie inter- 
view right in the doorway where I stood, 
hat In hand. 

Something in my face must have told 
him, however, that I am not yet minsured, 
and I was cordially invited to step in, 

Prof. Markhan is a very pleasant conver- 
sationalist. 

He puts his words together with the facil- 
ity of a Demosthenes, and there is a cer- 
tain mote in his voice that betrays his 
talent as singer. 

He is good looking, too, and I cowlé not 
find anything in his makeup that wonld 
give me a chance to “put on heavy” in 
caricature. 

Our conversation at first turned to the 
subject of ragtime. Mr, Markham could 
not understand how the report could have 
gut abroad that ragtime would be elim!- 
nated from the Exposition program. 

“How perfectly ridiculous,” he aaki, “to 
spread such absurd news. Why, ragtime is 
a rythm typieally American, and we mghall 


not cater to those irreconcilable classes 


who insist that the whole money should be 
expended in giving the most highly devel- 
oped classical music exclusively. My idea 
is that the visitors of the Fair should not 
be burdened with heavy music that would 
strain their attention. The music should 
rest them and quiet their nerves after a 
round of the Exposition grounds.” 

“Will you play ragtimé in Westival 
Hall?”’ 

“IT don’t see why it should be exoluded, 
but the principal works will be selected 
from standard pieces. Not manfy of the 
new creatiens will be presented. 

“Band contests also will offer splendid 
yf Bre tw to many of the smaller bands 
to improve their standard of work, and a 
sufficient number of band stands will be 
placed in the grounds. The Exposition 
orchestra will play twice a day at the Ty- 
rolean Alps concession on the Pike.”’ 

“Will Wagners opera ‘Parsifal’ be 
given some time during the Fair?” I in- 
quired. 

“No,” Prof. Markham sald; ‘“‘no, I don’t 
think we will have it here, although we 
canvasseé Parsifal even before Conried dic. 
and should have had the opera here in St. 
Lows heéefore it got to New York. Besides, 
I really dc not belleve it advisable to pre- 
sent such an extremely sensitive creation 
in the atmosphere of the Fair. It would 
be tad, eethetically, to produce a work 
which is hardly approved of even at Bay- 
reuth. I went to New York to see ‘Par- 
sifal’ and was impressed with the great- 
ness of the work, but it would not fit into 
the frame of the Exposition."’ 

“Will any of the well-known musicians or 
composers come in person to direct or pre- 
sent their compositions at Festival Hall?” 

“Oh yes, indeed; we will have celebrities 
such as M. Alexander Guilmant, the great 
rench organist, as well as Eddy, Lemare, 
Dethier, Carl Parker, Middlesotwulte, Wild 
and others. Komeak the noted Russian 
leader, will direct several symphonies of 
American composers, as well as his own, at 
Festival Hall. Mr. Charles Galloway of 
St. Louis is to be the official organist.” 

“Do you compose music yourself?’ 1 
asked. 

“No, I would rather not. You see, my 
task is to tnsure the success of the mu- 
sical part of the Fair, and, as an ineurance 
man, it would be bad policy to—ah, by the 
way, have you ever held a policy?” 

I frankly admitted that I had, but never 
paid anything after the first payment. 

“How old are you?” Prof. Markham de- 
manded, at the same time pulling a red lit- 
tle book out of his pocket.

Unique Structure Is the 
Building Being Erected at 
the World’s Fair. 


ROOF IS OF STAINED GLASS 


Mangnificent and Heroic Pieces of 
Statuary, Rich Paintings and 
Laces Among Exhibits. 


The Beigian national pavilion now near. 
ing completion at the World's Fair is said 
to be the largest building in the world 
without a window. This arrangement was 
deliberately planned, according to Gustave 
Chartrain, the architect, to secure an eves 
distribuion of softened sunlight. 

“Windows let in a blinding blaze of light, 
whereas the intervals between them are 
dark,” saye Mr. Chartrain, “We 
avoided this by omitting the windows 
constructing the central section of 
arched roof extending the entire 
the building of stained cathedral 
which will let in abundant light.”

The passing of Platt’s power to a younger 
and more vigorous man was not accom- 
plished without friction. The retiring 
“Boss’’ sat in the amen corner of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel while the transfer of his 
scepter to Odell was taking place. He 
sroiled good naturedly on his assembled 
friends and then sat with the new ‘Boss’ 
for a harmony photograph. 

There was merenens a-plenty at the gath- 
ering, but It was only. on the surface, Be- 
neath the outward display of friendiship be- 
tween Platt and Odell partisans, a feeli 
of intense bitterness existed. Platt’s lieu- 
tenants renlized, as he seemed not to real- 
ize, that his control of the party machine 
had parsed. and they were not happy. But 
the Odell rren, including many of the Piatt 
lieutenants, who had lost no time in olimb 
ing atoard the Odell band wagon, were su- 
premeilyv content.

Joiner of Men Who Ought to Know 
Each Other by Name and Grip.

Missouri, according to the last census, has 
3,106,665 inhabitants. 

Of these fully 3,106,685 are acquainted with 
Maj. Emmett Newton of Springfield and 
Missourt-at-large. 

The other thirty are deaf or blind persons 
who have been inmates of state institutions 
all their lives. 

“Uncle Henry” Ziegenhein, when running 
for mayor, used to declare that he was the 
best known man in 6t. Louisa, the reason 
being that everyone who paid taxes, even 
to the humble holder of a one-dog conces- 
pion from the city, had his name, as col- 
lector, on the receipt. 

Before ““Unole Henry’ had traversed the 
moonlit path to private life, a Transit com- 
pany official came along with the claim 
that his name, appearing on transfers in 
every man's pocket and every woman's 
purse, had become the most famfltar in St. 
Louis, 

Maj. Emmett Newton doesn’t want any 
of these means of getting acquainted with 
the public. He goes out and shakes hands 
with the public and introduces fts different 
elements to each other, Someone else may 
be the best known man in Missourt, from 
the standpoint of the man outside the state, 
but Maj. Newton's list of acquaintances 
inside the state would be a fortune for any 
of the men who are trying to bring things 
to pass between now and convention time. 


Maj. Newton Is 
Out for Reed. 


Just now Maj. Newton is trying to in- 
terest his acquaintances in Mayor Reed's 
candidacy for governor. He is working 
overtime, but it is no small job to see three 
million persons and more, even when there 
is a previous acquaintance, and if the 
mayor of Kansas City is not the next gov- 
ernor Newton will blame himself for not 


ng | starting a few months sooner. 


Out in prohibition Kansas the courts 
have much to do with an offense “known 
as ‘‘Introduocing."’ If there were a law 
against indiscriminate introducing in Mis- 
eouri, it would go hard with Maj. Newton, 
The introduction of one acquaintance to 
another ig the chief ocoupation of his 
waking hours, As he is always in the com- 
pany of at least two persons, the fre 
quency of the process js limited only by 
the number of times he oan pronounos 
his brief intro@uotory ritual. This is in- 
variably: 

“Mr. Blank, shake 
Blank."’ 

The command was never known to be 
disobeyed. At the magic formula the mil- 
lionaire clasps the palm of the proletariat, 
and lifelong hoetilities are for the mo- 
ment buried, It need only be for the mo- 
ment, for the next moment the facile 
Newton is introducing some newoomer. 

Before he became a pan-Missourl insti- 
tution, with headquarters and general of- 
floes in Jefferson City, St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City, Newton was one of the institi- 
tions of Springfield. He may have been 
comparatively without honor in his own 
country, but people gave him plenty of at- 


tention, and he was looking for that more 
that for giory. 


A Football Fan 
to His Very Toes. 


Drury College is at Springfield. Its reo- 
ords do not show that Newton ever took 
a regular course of study there, but he 
made himself a conspicuous pert of the 
college for the greater part of ten years. 

At football games Newton was a riot all 
by himself. The Springfield police, gained 
their first acquaintance with the college 
game by the summoning of a detail of 
them to the college football field, where 
Newton’s explosive cries had caused a 
passer-by to believe that a great crime 
was being committed. 

When a. delegation of Drury students 
went to the state oratorical contest at 
Mexico in ,1893, Newton kidnaped a pet 
goat from the rural home of Col. W. H. 
Wade, a former member of Congress, and 
took the animal to Mexico as the college 
mascot. 

Meeting a party of State University stu- 
dents on the streets of Mexico, he provoked 
hostilities by ostentatiously feeding yards 
of the university colors to the grateful 
goat. 

During the contest a host of university 
patriots who appreciated fun more than 
eloquence took the goat from the opera 
house basement and, after clipping his 
coat, gave him a new one of brilliant red 
paint. Newton had promised to return the 
goat, and he did so, leaving a trail of red 
on station platforms through half of Mis- 
souri and finally tying the animal near the 
Wade homestead and taking flight. 

A few years of these demonstrations cre- 
ated an anti-Newton party im the college, 
and the influence of Newton waned in the 
halle of learning while it extended to a 
wider field. 

Without ever having been an actual ool- 
lege student, Maj Newton a dozen years 
ago acquired the enthusiasm of the col- 
lege athletic fleld to a remarkable degree. 
He has taken this enthusiasm into poll- 
tics, and it has given him a place unique 
among politicians. 

IiAke may other statesmen, Newton has 
aspired to wear laurels as an orator. The 
effort to become an orator was attended 
with greater difficulties than ‘rooting’’ 
on the football field had been, but Newton 
finally evolved a speech which for several 
seasons was the hit of every public gather- 
ing tn Springfield. The speech was on this 
order :

“When the traveler nears our beautiful 
city, he looks out upon the fields of waving 
mn and says: “Truly, this is a prosperous 
people.” When he beholds the smoke of 
our factories he says: ‘This is an indus- 
trious people.’ When he sees our magnifi- 
cent institutions of learning he says: “This 
is an intelligent, people.’ And when he 
gazes on the steeples of our splendid 
churches soaring heavenward, he exclaims 
with reverence: “Truly, this is a religious 
people.’ *’ 

Some of the members of Newton's numer- 
ous audiences were unkind enough to inti- 
mate that William J. Bryan had once ut- 
tered a sentiment similar to this, but that 
the manner of delivery was all the speak- 
er’s no one ever disputed. 

Newton is said to have first broken fnto 
state litics duri the Stone administra- 
tion. At Jefferson City he was sometimes 
pointed out as “the governor’s private sec- 
retary.” though his name was not on the 
auditor’s payrolls. 

The 8 war found Newton wearing 
the uniform of a regimental quartermas- 
ter. At Chickamauga his exploits as a 
commissary were the wonder of the sum- 
mer camp. Here wae a chance for the 

lory that he had sought in vain on the 
ootball side lines, and there was enough 
of it to give Newton a military title tin his 
own ht. 

Back to Springfield Newton went after 
the war, and became the active political 
representative of the late Col. John O'Day, 


to whose fortunes he had been more or 
leas attached for years.

hot skirmish. 

The next two years were the years in 
which Newton widened hie acquaintance 
to take in the entire population of Mis- 
souri, He had been for several — t 
unofficial entertainer of distinguls ed vis- 
itors at Spri eld; and had cultiva 
litical acquaintances at Jefferson C 
he now extended his acquaintance t 
out the state.

When State Senator Sullivan was tried 
for soliciting a bribe, Newton was the star 
witness for the defense. The issue of the 
case came to be the contradiction between 
Newton and the state’s witnesses, and the 
jury believed Sullivan's accusers. state 
senator was fined, after Newton had been 
attacked in a speech of Attorney-General 


Crow. 

“T’'m managing Mayor Reed’s campaign,”’ 
was his account of his new activities to 
an inquirer soon afterward. Whoever may 
be in ohar of the Kansas City candi- 
date's uarters, Newton is making 
ood his assertion by spreading Reed pub- 
icity all over the state.

COFFEE POISONS 
WHOLE FAMILY 


Adulteration of Foods Common, Says 


the Secretary of Indiana’s 
Board of Health. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 27.—Secretary of 
the State Board of Health Hurty received 
today a box of coffee, prepared by an In- 
diana firm, from Dr, R. M. Campbell of 
Westpoint, Tippecanoe County, which, the 
physician says, poisoned a family of six. 
Every member of the family was poisoned, 
two of whom partook of no other food than 
the coffee just before showing symptoms 
of poisoning. Dr. Hurty will make e chem- 
ical examination of the coffee. 

Dr. Hurty says that he has communica- 
tions from the state health board of Ken- 
tucky, saying that an Indiana manufac- 
turer of baking powder is adulterating his 
product with soapstone. Without the state 
laboratory, Dr. Hurty is unable to tell 
whether there ie anything in the complaint 
of the Kentucky board. He has received 
complaints from the Michigan authorities 
about adulterations in food manufactured 
in Indiana. Michigan has a fund of $18,000 
for the annual maintenance of its labora- 
tory.

PARIA, Feb. 27.—These are anxious days 


and sleepless nights for overnervous 
French wives and mothers. Pven the ab- 
aimthe-drinking boulevardiers look serious 
as they discuss the possibilities of the war. 

Reports are current today that the re- 
serves have been called to be in readiness 
te move on # hours’ notice, The fact is 
that they have been told not to go away 
for the present, but to remain ready to re- 
port in case of an emergency call. 

There has been a revision of the young 
conscripts, who drew numbers at the be- 
ginning of the year to determine the length 
of their service, which gshould begin in 
April, but has been expedited. The con- 
soripts have been ordered to report for ex- 
amination March L ‘This is regarded as 
significant, 


Merchant Navy Is 
Being Prepared. 


The Post-Dispatch correspondent has 
verified the report that all the officers of 
the merchant navy have been ordered to 
hold themselves in readiness to report to 
the fieet on March 1. The prefects in sea- 
board localities are algo ordered to hasten 
the examination of candidates for the naval 
service, 

Poor Pelletan, the minister of marine, re- 
cently the target for doubtful witticisms 
when he married a schoo} teacher, is now 
attacked because of the unpreparedness of 
the French fleet. His removal ts clamored 
for generally. 

Deputy Jaure’s utterances and the atti- 
tude of the conservative French press are 
making it clear to Russia that France is 
@ lukewarm ally. 

Germany has accurately gauged the sit- 
uation and is using her utmost to win Rus 
sia's good will, proffering sympathy and 
manifesting interest, hoping to break up 
the Franco-Russian alliance. 


Russian Diplomacy 
Aimed at France. 


Russia is lending a willing ear, knowing 
that this course is eure to startle France 
into a realization of her existing treaty ob- 
ligations. 

In order to stem the tide the French min- 
istry is about to make a show of prepared- 
ness in case Russia calls upon her. Hence 
the order to the reserves and the hurried 
revision of conscripts, although France re- 
ally has no idea of fighting unless some 
overt act against Russia committed by 
some other power compels her to aid her 
ally or forever relinquish hope of alliance 
with any other nation. 

France’s most earnest hope today is that 
the war will be stopped. 

If Russia should “‘win in a canter’ she 
would need no ally. 


Bourse Panic 
Greatest Since 1870. 


The panic on the Bourse was the worst 
since 1870. The loss is estimated at $176,- 
(00,000. The strength displayed by the Rus- 
sian gecurities is remarkable, holding 
stronger comparatively than French 8s, 
the latter dropping 4 points and the former 
7. 

In the Russian-Turkish war of 1877, Rus- 
sian 5s dropped from 983 to 74, and French 
8s from 73 to 67. 

The Greek-Turkish war of 1897 did not 
affect the Bourse. 

In the American war on Spain ‘In 1898, 
Spanish bonds fell from 38 to 33. 

Before the Boar war British consols were 
at 114, now they are 86. 

There has been no sudden panic. In 
some quarters it is believed that the 
market attack was intended to annoy 
and embarrass the government, but this 
report is discredited. It is believed rath- 

According to the cabled opinion of Port 
Arthur naval men the destruction of the 
Russian warship Yenesel and Boyarin by 
Russian torpedoes intended for the Japan- 
ese ships was due to the fact that the road- 
stead at Port Arthur has a rocky bottom 
where the anchors of mines fail to catch 
and floated about. There is adverse com- 
ment on the report that only one Russian 
officer knew the exact location of the 
'mines, and he was killed in one of the

PLEASES. STOCKM 


It Is Declared to Be the Best Thing 
That Could Have Happened 
for the Stock. 


SAN ANGDHLO, Tex., Feb. 27.—Stockmen, 
ranchmen and farmers, and in fast every 
one in the range country are jubilant over 
the heavy snow. The sheepmen especially 
are happy, as the snow will sink into the 
ground and thoroughly soak it, which will 
bring up the weeds in fine shapa, giving 
most excellent prospects for fattening the 
range muttons. It is claimed that nothing 
will benefit the range 60 much as a good 
snow. 

There are but little losses of stock ex- 
pected in this snow and cold snap, as the 
snow was melting soon after falling. Some 
few of the weak ami poor stock will suc- 
cumb, but there is said to be but little of 
that class of stock in thie country. 

A leading stockman remarked today: 
“This is the finest thing for the Concho 
country that could have happened. We are 
now assured of good spring range, fine 
grass and plenty of tender weeds to fatten 
up for market the enormous number of 
range muttons which are being held 
throughout this country for spring mar- 
ket.” 

J. O. Janes, a prominent ranchman with 
extensive ranch and cattle interests near 
Bovina, speaking of conditions in his sec- 
tion, says that they are the most favorable 


in all his past experience. “We have 
needed rain badly,” says he, “but the 
recent snow that fell in that section has 
furnished much moisture, and it was so 
warm at the time and the snow disap- 
peared so soon, it did no damage at all. 
“The steers on my ranch are positively 
fat and in condition that I could put them 
on the trail today. I did not overstock my 
ranch this year and as a consequence grass 
in my pasture is in better shape than on 
the ranches of many of my neighbors, and 
with the moisture m the snow, 
sider conditions on my ranch as almost 
ideal. Up to this time there has been little 
activity in cattle circles.

past. There has been no feeding done in 
my section, and as every stockman has a 
supply of feedstuff that they have not yet 
been called on to use, I do not think there 
will be any loss to speak of this year, even 
if a cold sn should set in, as there is 
lenty of feed to carry all cattle through 
Pntil epring.’’

Ff. Dick, congreseman from the Akron 
fistrict, will. be elected to the United 
States Senate March 1 by the Ohio general 
assembly to succeed the late Marcus A. 
Hanna. ‘orge B. Cox of Cincinnati will 
vecome the leader of the Ohio Republi- 
‘ans and the Hanna organization will be 
kept intact. 

This is the result of the caucus of the 
Republican members of the state legisla- 
ture last Wednesday, and is the result of 
Dick's action in getting out of Gov, Her- 
rick’s way last year. 

The election will be for both the short 
‘erm, expiring March 4, 196, and (for 
the term beginning March 4, 196, and 
ending March 4, 1911. Thus Gen Dick 
is assured of seven years in the United 
States Senate, barring the uncertainties 
of life. 

Senator Foraker considers that he has 
come into the control of the federal pat- 
ronage of Ohio through his friendship 
for President Roosevelt and through the 
death of Senator Hanna. He had hoped 
to gain control of the state patronage 
and the state organization through the 
election of Gov. Herrick to the Sen- 
ate and the succession of Warren G. 
Harding, who has been classed as a 
Foraker man, in the governorship.

martyred McKinley that Mr. Herrick be 
given the governorship might be respected. 
and in the heart of Gen. Dick there is 
likely rejoicing over the giving up then of 
that which, at the time, seemed so cruel 
to expect of him. The stepping aside of 
Herrick now furnish two examples of how 
really great men lay themselves upon the 
altar and trust to fate to reward them for 
their sacrifice.

It will put an 
end to the commonly repated remark that 
“no man can go to the United States Senate 
any more who has not a million dollars 
to buy his seat.’’ 

Dick is a poor man financially, and his 
selection for the honor is purely a recog- 
hition of worth, capability and merit. For 
years Dick has worked to build up the 
perey organization in Ohio, and code it 
6 famous over the country as the finest 
political machine ever constructed in any 
State in the Union. It has no peer, which 
speaks volumes for Dick as an organizer 
and executive officer. In all these years 
few enemies and many friends have been 
made by Dick. The boys in the harness 
had learned to not only admire but to 
love their chieftain.

PARIS, Feb. 27.—To the question: “Is 
patriotism incompatible with love of hu- 
manity?”” Maurice Maeterlinck, the mystic, 
replies: 

“The ideas that guide humanity ought 

to be respected only in proportion to the 
amount of good they do. 
“The idea of a fatherland was long nec- 
essary. It is not yet completely useless. 
That fact indicates that the hour ap- 
proaches when it will become harmfu. 

“It is the duty, then, of those who walk 
in advance of the unthinking masses to at- 
tack that idea from now on, if they wish 
their descendants to find the sentiment en- 
feebled enough to be overthrown upon the 
day when men shall realize that it stands 
seriously in the way of man's evolution. 

“It is important to destroy, little by lit- 
tle, everything which tends to hamper the 
liberty of man, as if all men really deserved 
to be free. One knows, however, that they 
will not merit the freedom for several cen- 
turies after their deliverance, The har- 
monious use of liberty can only be learned 
through long abuse of its benefits.’ 

Maeterlinck’s singular opinions are only 
a step in advance of others given, with his, 
to a Paris review, by eminent contributors. 

Even Paul Deroulede, hot-headed Nation- 
alist that he is, assents in some degree to 
the suggestion involved in the question thet 
patriotism and love of humanity are in- 
compatible. 

“It is possible that all men are brothers,” 
writes Deronlede. “But for my part, the 
first man I shall call brother must be a 
Frenchman.”’ 

Lombroso and Max Nordau agree in the 
assertion that love of humanity tends to 
elevate and purify the sentiment called pa- 
triotism, and that fraternity between na- 
tions is now essential to the good of each. 

Charles Richet, Fournier, the Socialist; 
Urbain Gohier and Anatole France go even 
further, declaring without reserve that ea 
European federation is the ideal at which 
civilization must aim.

Asked for the Greatest Man in Lin- 
coln, Neb., and Took His Bag- 
gage to His Home. 


YAMASHITA YASHECHTRO. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 27.—Yamashita 


Yashechiro, the godson of W. J. Bryan, 
will return to Japan and continue the 
study of politics and philosophy. After re- 
ceiving his master’s degree at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska Feb. 15., the midwinter 
commencement, he will go to St. Louis. At 
the Exposition he will act as correspondent 
for several Japanese papers. 

For four years Yamashita has been a 
novel figure in the life of the state uni- 
versity. He appeared in Lincoln during 
the summer of 1900 and inquired for the 
great man of the city. He was told the 
greatest man in Lincoln was Mr. Bryan, 
and with the latter he has made his home, 
according to the custom of Japan. He 
presented himself at the Bryan home and 
ingeniously said he had come to stay, and 
stay he did. 

Yamashita has been industrious and 
hard working. He has mastered the Eng- 
lish language and has studied history and 
politics. He has decided to devote his life 
to political studies and so announced his 
intention in the following letter to the 
students and members of the faculty of 
Nebraska University. 


“T shall devote my life, regardless of ma- 
terial interests, in assisting mankind and in 
helping to make their condition better. 
shall go forth doing unto others as you 
have done unto me, and so the reward will 
be yours, for I merely exemplify the beau- 
tifuwl In life that you ve so well extended 
to me. I am not versatile enough to do all 
things, and I hove I am not.so unwise as 
to think mvself capable to do many things, 
but I expect to meet with success in the 
politics of my land. 

“To me that appeals as a field of great 
usefulness. It may be as broad as a na- 
tion is great, or as wide as the world's 
brotherhood. Different forms of govern- 
ment, distinctive characteristics of political 
parties, their development, the social com- 
positions of a country and the economic 
problems are those in which we are in- 
terested every day. They are simply phases 
of human character, which man can direct 
for the good of all men. But the real basis 
of universal politics is to know ‘What is a 
man.’ as Pope said “The proner study of 
mankind is man.’ This fs my principal! 
study and the philosophy wpon which all 
study is founded. To arrive at the common 
rround of political affairs, I will begin 
rom my understanding of man. I was 
much Interested in ethics, mathematics, lit- 
erature and philosophy. but immeasurably 
more in finding out ‘What is man? 

Yamashita is loyal to Japan. He de- 
clares that the country is in the right and 
Russia is in the wrong. When he returns 
to his fatherland he may engage in the 
struggle. 

“The question in the East,"’ he said, ‘‘is 
one of material interest, Sak: one of right 
and wrong. I do not beg of you any sym- 
pathy towards Japan if she has departed 
from the right, but I do urge all to dis- 
tinguish between the right and the wrong 
and to uphold the right. 


HAWES BITTERLY 
DENOUNCES FOLK 


Refers to Him im Scathing Terms, and 
Denounces the ‘‘Folk Machine”’ 


in St. Louis County. 


In the course of a vitriolic speech deliv- 
ered before a friendly audience of 60 at 
Muth’s Hall, Sarah street and Vandeventer 
avenue, last night, Harry B. Hawes re- 
ferred to Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk 
as a “renegade and a demagogue,’”’ and 
expressed contempt of Congressman W. D. 
Vandiver, who is managing Mr. Folk’s 
campaign. 

Prior to Mr. Hawes’ arrival at 9:45. 
speeches were made by Frank J. Hiller and 
others, and Ford W. Combs, secretary of 
the Jefferson Club, read with much em- 
phasis a communication printed in a Se- 
dalia paper, containing a bitter personal at- 
tack wpon Mr. Folk and numerous refer- 
ences to his past and present political al- 
Hances. 

Each time Con 
was mentioned t 
and cries of ‘“‘Hurrah for Butler,’’ 
send him to Congress again,’’ and 
“Old man is true Dbiue.’ 

Mr. Hawes was cheered frequently 
throughout his address. He reviewed the 
Democratic record of Mr. Folk at length; 
mentioned his’ name sarcastically as the 

apestie of ‘‘civic righteousness; declared 
that Folk had said that because he (Folk) 
was so good and the Democracy of 8t, 
Louis so- bad that he must needs appea!

Compromise in Six South St. 


Attorney a Showing at Convention—He Hopes 
to Carry West End. 


March 12, one week from next Saturday, 
Joseph W. Folk, circuit attorney of St. 
Louis, and Harry B. Hawes, until recently 
president of the St. Louls board of police 
commisvioners; will battle in 20 of the 28 
St. Louls wards for 9 delegates to the 
Democratic convention at Jefferson City 
July 19, which will nominate a candidate 
for governor, to succeed Alexander M. 
Dockery, Jan. 1, 190. 

There will be 121 delegates from St Louis 
in the convention, but there will be no 
contests in the eight wards which the re- 
maining 31 delegates will represent. 

Twenty-one of these delegates will go to 
the convention as- Hawes men and the 
other 10 as Folk men, controlled, how- 
ever, by “‘Tony’’ Stuever. 

This situation is due to two causes. One 
is that in two wards—the Fifteenth and 
the Twentleth—the Folk managers failed 
to file delegations with ‘the board of elec- 
tion commissioners by noon yesterday, 
when, according to law, 
closed. There are three delegates from the 
Fifteenth and five from the Twentieth. 

The other is that in six South St. Louis 
wards—the Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh and ‘Twelfth—a compromise was 
effected between the Hawes and Folk 
forces whereby the Seventh, Ninth and 
Eleventh were given to Hawes, the Tenth 
and Twelfth to Folk, and the Eighth split 
evenly between them. 


Two-Fifths of 
Voters Registered. 


Each of these wards has four délegates, 
except the Ninth, which has but three. 


In all the other wards—the First. Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Thirteenth,. 
Fourteenth, Sixteenth Seventeenth, BPight- 
eenth, Ninete renth, ‘Tiwenty- first, Twenty- 
second, enty-third, Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-sev- 
enth and Twenty-eighth—one of the bitter- 
est campaigns in the history of St. Louis 
politics will be fought out. 

Only persons on the primary books are 
eligible to vote at these primartes. Of the 
126,000 registered voters, only about fifty 
thousand are on the primary lists. This 
number inckhides Democrats and Repub- 
licans. If a man is on the primary list at 
all he may vote at the primaries March 12. 
as the Republican primaries are to be held 
later. Should a Republican vote at these 
primaries, however, his name will be 
scratched and he cannot vote at the fe- 
publican primaries. 

Both sides will make unprecedented ef- 
forts to vote their full strength in the 2» 
wards. 

The location of the polling places has not 
yet been fixed by the Board of Election 
Commissioners, nor have the futies and 
clerks been appointed. The decision of the 
board, with reference to the location of the 
polling places, will be watched with inter- 
est fa polling place is located tn a por- 
tion of a precinct, where one side is 
stronger than the other, it will place the 
weaker side at a disadvantage in that pre- 
cinct. The identity of the juiges and 
clerks and their leyalty to the candidates 
they are commissioned to represent usually 
cuts a large figure in St. Louls elections. 


Three Conventions 
Are Included. 


At the same time that delegates are 
chosen for the state nominating conven- 
tion at Jefferson City the same number of 
delegates will also be chosen for the judi- 
cial convention at St. Joseph June 21. and 
what is called the delegate convention 
at Joplin June 29. 

While there was no especial fight for the 
delegations to these conventions, they will 
be selected by the same ballots that decide 
the supremacy of Folk or Hawes. In every 
ward where a Folk or Hawes delegation 
has been filed, with a single exception, the 
ticket contains three sets of delegates, one 
for each convention. 

The single exception is the Fifth ward. 
where the Foik managers contented them- 
selves with filing a delegation for the 
Jefferson City convention. 

The St. Joseph convention will nominate 
a candidate for the supreme court to fill 
the vacancy caused by the retirement of 
Judge Waltour M. Robinson, whose term 
expires Dec. 31, 1904. 

The Joplin convention will select 36 del- 
egutes to the national Democratic con- 
vention at St. Louis in July. Two will be 
chosen from each of the 16 congressional 
district and four from the state at large. 
Missouri has 18 electoral votes. 

The Jefferson City convention will nom- 
inate Democratic candidates for governor, 
lieutenant-governor, secretary of state, 
auditor, treasurer and attorney-general. 

The advantage of capturing the St. Louis 
delegation to the Jefferson City conven- 
tion is enhanced by the fact that several] 
candidates are to be nominated. 


Chance to Trade 
for Other Places. 


This makes the chances of the candidates 
controlling the St. Louis delegation for 
making effective trades and combinations 
with country political managers with can- 
didates for the minor offices, if necessary, 
exceptionally good. There will be 710 dele- 
gates in the convention, 

The Hawes men are loud in their claims 
that they will sweep the city and allow 
Folk only a few wards. The Folk men do 
not make extravagant claims, but say they 
will fight hard and expect to be heard 
from 

They predict that they will carry the 
West End wards and make a good show- 
ing in other wards outside of the six iIn- 
cluded in the South St. Louis “agreement.’’ 

In the delegations filed vesterday, Hawes 
unquestionably has far the greater repre- 
sentation of well-known Democratic politi- 
cal workers. 

In nearly every ward he has men on the 
delegations whose names have figured in 
Democratic elections for years. The Jef- 
fereon Club organization is for Hawes vig- 
orously in all the wards where there are 
contests. Men classed as strong Butler 
adihcrents are also prominent on. the 
Hawes delegations. 

There are also prominent citizens not ac- 
tive in politics and business men of stand- 
ing on some of the Hawes delegations. 

The list of Folk delegates, on the whvle, 
is rather strange-sounding to the active 
party workers. For the most part they 
are made up of men whose names have 
not figured prominently tn Democratic af- 
fairs. There are notable exceptions to this, 
particularly in the Twenty-eighth ward, 
where the delegates have figured much 
more prominently in the past in Demo- 
cratic affairs than have the Hawes men in 
the same ward.

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JOKN W. TERRELL 
DECLARED INSANE 


Jury in Wells County Circuit Court 
Fixes Mental Status of Melvin 
Wolfe's Slayer. 


BLUFFTON, Ind., Feb. %—John W. 
Terrell, convicted in December of the mur- 
der of his son-in-law, Meivin Wolfe, and 


the sentence fixed at life imprisonment, has 
been declared insane. 

Judge Smith decided that the proceedings 
to determine the menta! status of Terrell 
should be held in circuit court, and that a 
ury of 12 men should hear the evidence. 
(0 Objection was made, and in less than 
an hour the jury was empaneled. .The 
entire day was taken up with the intro- 
duction of evidence. Among those exam- 
ined were physicians who had attended 
Terrell, other prisoners at the jail, Sheriff 
Johnson and other officials. Terrell was 
in the courtroom during the entire day, 
but apparently paid no attention to the 
proceedings. 

The state’s attorneys endeavored to show 
that Terrell's present condition of apparent 
insanity might have been produced by pow- 
erful drugs. There was a mild sensation 


| when Dr. L. H. Cook testified that he be- 


lieved that part of Terrell’s insanity was 
feigned. The jury retired at 5 o’clock and 
was out only 35 minutes. It was instructed 
by the judge to find a verdict as to whether 

errell had become insane when he was 
found guilty of murder by the first jury 
in December. -He said their finding would 
have no effect on the first verdict. The 
jury’s finding was that Terrell was insane 
at the present time and that he had be- 
come insane since the trial.

I went first with Mr. Coller. I stood 
straight up in the tub—there wasn't much 
room—and held tight to the rope just above 
my head.

The rest of the way was 
straight. 

The tub turned from side to side, but I 
didn’t get a bit dizzy. We were close to 
the brick walls sometimes, but we didn’t 
bump against the sides. 

My hat didn’t bother me because it was 
a white cap and it stayed close to my head. 

After twisting around many times we 
reached the scaffolding near the top. We 
stepped out on that, but it was too far 
from the top for me to see over. There was 
a ladder there and I climbed g the top of 
the stack and stood on the trestle work. 

It was a fine view. I could see all St. 
Louis. I waved my handkerchief to those 
below that they might know that I was 
not afraid away up there. 


The wind blew hard and it seemed much 
colder on top of the stack than down 
near the ground. When I had looked 
around as much as 1 wished we got in the 
tub to go down. 

We came up fast but that was nothing 
to the way we went down.

_ Most Difficult Task of Opening an 
Exposition Is Being Bravely 
Overcome in St. Louis. 


On March 1, two months before the open- 
ing of the Chicago World's Fair, 34 cars 
of exhibits had been received and distrib- 
uted. 

Last night, two months and two days 
before the opening of the St. Louis Fair, 
675 cars had been received and cared for. 

These figures, prepared by J. E. Reagan, 
chief clerk of the St. Louis Fair transpor- 
tation department, show that St. Louis 
fhhas an advantage of 311 cars over —nicago 
in the work of preparing the exhibits for 
the opening, which is probably the most 
difficult task of exposition managements, 
because of the reluctance of exhibitors to 
send their exhibits until the last weeks 
before the opening. 

Chicago received 95 cars of exhibits in 
October, a month before the exposition 
closed, and had been receiving them 
throughout the season. 

The exhibit and transportation depart- 
ments of the St. Louis World's Fair are 
making preparations to have most of the 
installation of exhibits done when the Fair 
Opens April 30, and are constantly urging 
exhibitors to hurry their shipments. Most 
foreign exhibitors and many of the states 
are accepting this advice. 

Difficulties confronting the S8t. Louis 
management, which were lacking at Chi- 
cago, are the following: Chicago had 8000 
cars of exhibits, the estimated total for 
bi. Louis will be 12,000; Chicago had track- 

for 3500 cars, St. Louis has trackage 
or 1209; Chicago had water transportation 
on the lakes, the river is of little use to 
St. Louis; in Chicaro the World's Fair ter- 
minals had straight and level tracks. 
Whereas the St. Louis terminals have a 
8-per-cent grade and many curves. 
omparative statistics prepared by Mr. 
Reagan show that Chicago oa. placed 3864 
ears of exhibits on March 1, before the 
fair opened, and that during the succeed- 
ing months until the fair closed receipts 
Were as foluows: March, 766; April. 3742; 
May, 1086; June. 655; July, 272; August, 
$45: September, 269; October, 95. The fair 
opened May 1,

New York Lawyer for Dodge Inti- 
mates That the Latter’s Former 
Wife’s Husband Is Supplying Him 
With Funds to Fight Extradition. 


MORSE’S LAWYER SAYS 
THE STORY IS SCANDAL 


Meantime the Best Informed Persons 


Wholly at Sea as to the Source of 
the Fugitive’s Money.

NPW YORK, Feb. 27.—Of all the matri- 
monial tangles New York has known none 
equals the Dodge-Morse affair. Miss 
Clemence Cowles married Whliliam FF. 
Dodge, separated from him in the South, 
came to New York, got a divorce and mar- 
ried millionaire ice trust president Charlies 
F. Morse. Later Dodge appears, de- 
nounces the divorce as fraudulent, has it 
annulled, 
in that proceeding, flees to Texas to escape 
arrest. Impecunious all his life he spends 
$1000 for a tug to escape rangers sent after 
him, and employs expensive attorneys, 
through whom he delays extradition pro- 
ceedings. 

Who provided him with funds? 

He never rose higher than salaried man- 
ager of a small Atlantic City hotel and 
his longest term of service was as a din- 
ing car conductor. 

Today two lawyers made positive state- 
ments concerning the source of. his‘ funds— 
one was of the firm of Howe & Hummel, 
who represent Dodge, the other was Sam- 
uel Untemeyer, who represents Morse. The 
latter wishes to recover his legal status 
as Mrs. Clemence Dodge-Morse-Dodge's 
husband. Benjamin Steinhart of Howe & 
Hiummell indicates this and the means he 
has adopted. 


STEINHART PUTS 
IT UP TO MuRSE. 


“Uur firm,’’ saia Mr. steinhardt, “has been 
e:guged in several capacities to protect the 
mtereets of our clients, and our clients’ 
friends, and I wish to correct the impres- 
sion that has gone abroad that the firm 
of Howe & Hummel were not acting in 
the inatter fairly and above bvard. 

“The secrecy that was observed in the 
early stages of this investigation and gub- 
sequent developments was carried. to such 
an extent that it defeated its own objects. 
Had this rigid secrecy not been main- 
tained there would not have been such pub- 
licity to the matter and a new divorce 
would have been obtained and a new mar- 
riage would have been contracted. 

“It is true that our firm has been spend- 
ing money for Mr Dodgo, and we expect 
to be reimbursed for every cent Of our ©Xx- 
penses and for our retaining fee, which we 
never got, and all other legal fees, by Mr. 
Charles W. Morse. 

“Kyerything we have done in this mat- 
ter is on the level and pursuant fo a de- 
sire of Mr. Morse to make Mrs. Morse his 
legal wife in” case she survives him, s0 
that she may come into possession of his 
fortune in a perfectly legal manner. 

“Mr. Dodge never cared whether his 
wife got a divorce or not. He wrote let- 
ters and signed papers in the matter as 
the lawyers in New York told him. He 
also furnished them with the evidence to 
secure the divorce. He would have come 
to New York personally to accept service 
in the suit if they had requested him. 
After he had done these things I don’t be- 
lieve he thought any more about the mat- 
ter until we wrote to him. 

“Mfr. Dodge is entirely innocent of any 
charges of perjury, and is entirely willing 
to face any such charge by coming to New 
York. but if the district attorney wishes 
to secure his presence here he must do it 
in the legal manner. 

“Mr. Dodge is not trving to hold up 
Mr. Morse. nor bas Mr. Morse anv feeling 
against Mr. Dodce. Everything that Mr. 
Dodge has done in the matter is above im- 
peechment. 

‘The identity of the person who en- 
gaged the firm of Howe & Hummel to tn- 
vestigate the Dodge divorce will be dis- 
closed very shortly. and it will then be 
seen that we have acted inthe interest 
of the one most concerned in straighten- 
ing out this legal tanele. It will also be 
seen then that the letter which we wrote 
tn Mr. Morce te of itt.”

During the early part 
Dodge consulted Lawyer William A. 
Sweetser of New York about the _ di- 
vorce. He was retained in the regular 
way, and afier listening to Mrs. Dodge's 
story concluded that she had good 
grounds for a divorce. 

Sweetser prepared the summons and 
complaint, and Mrs. Dodge made the af- 
fidavit. The lawyer learned that Dodge 
was in New York, and that he eould 
be found at the Everett House. Mr. 
Sweetser went there on the evening of 
March 31, 1897, and personally served 
Mr. Dodge the papers in the suit. Dodge 
accepted the service, and that was the 
last Sweetser saw of the man, 

The matter dragged along for several 
weeks, until during the early part of 
May that year a notice of appearance 
Was served by a representative of the

1500 WILD HORSES 


Rangers Spend Two Days and Three 
Nights Trying to Round 
Up the Animals. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

THBPRMOPOLIS, Wyo., Feb. 27.—A wild 
horse chase that lasted two days and three 
nights and took the riders over one hun- 
dred miles of the roughest country of 
northern Wyoming. was the thrilling ex- 
perience of a party of Thermopolis rangers. 

The party was headed by C. H. Eads, and 
included Allison Shoemaker, Frank James, 
Dick Buckmaster, Vincent Haynes, Tom 
Walsh, F k Berg and Dan Winsiow 
(Denver Jake). About 180 wild mustangs, 
headed by 20 stallions, were located on the 
plains near the head of Nowater. 

The rangers spread out and stationed 
themselves back on the plains in relays, 
while two men started the punch toward 
them. 

It had heen arranged for each relay of 
horsemen io chase the mustangs toward 
the mountuins. in the hope that by relay~ 
ing with fresh horses they would be able 
to run the wild animals down, but the 
mustangs scattcred and the cowvoys Wee 
ecmpelled to give chase as best they could. 

Then followed one of the most exciting 
chases in the aAistory of the western 
plains. Frank James followed one 
bunch of 12 to Picard’s winter camp. 
where he succeeded in corralling them, 
but in the night the wild animals broke 
down the corral and escaped. Other 
members of the party stayed on 
crail until they had run down 2%, 
in order to overpower the brutes 
was necessary to slay two stallions that 
led the bunch. 

The riders were not able to change 
horses during the chase und gave their 
mounts hard usage. 

Charles Eads had the most exciting 
experienca, being out two nights and 
one day in the mountains without food 
or shelter. 

The wild mustangs have been causing 
trouble for years. The 
herd has steadily increased and all ef- 
forts to capture or kill the animals 
have heretofore proved of no avail.

2, 1897, and read in part as follows: 

Ma wife. Mrs. Clemence Dodge, of No. 
208 West Forty-fourth street. has begun 
an action for absolute divorce against me 
by service of a summons, which I here- 
with inclose to you. The summons was 
served upon me at the Everett house in 
New York by William A. Swestser, the 
plaintiff's attorney."’ Then Dodge went 
on to Say that he had no defense to make 
and that he would like to have Mr. Ruger 
act for him. 

“I am vindicated.” said Mr. Sweetser. 
He went to the district attorney and 
showed him the leters. Sweetser was 
taken before the grandjury, the letters 
were submitted and other witnesses called 
and Dodge was indicted for perjury 

Within one hour after the grandjury had 
fled the indie'ment for vertury saint 
Dodge, the latter was taken out of the St. 
Charles Hotel in New Orleans and put 
aboard a train for Mexico. With that coun- 
try and the United States there exists no 
extracition treaty that Includes perjury as 
a crime for which a person may be extra- 


dicted. 

The filing of the indictment was a se- 
cret. How the leak occurred is a matter 
into which the grandjury has been inqguir- 
ing It remains a fact, however. that 
Dodge promptly vet the “tip” and was 
huetled away to Mexico.

Is Preliminary to Its Re- 
modeling. 


Business in real estate circles the past 
week was restricted to the small transac- 
tions. The only item of note was a lease, 
negotiated by the Aiple & Hemmelmann 
Real Estate Co., of the old Holland Hotel 
building on the south side of Washington 
avenue, between Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets, to R. M. Collins for $1000 a mor.th 
for a term of 10 months.

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WAGES AND ETERNAL LIFE. 


Instructors in eastern universities receive $700 to $1000 
a year, “no more than a clerk in a grocery,” says a writer 
in a- New York newspaper. “A Grocer,” commenting on 
this, writes that a man gets what he is worth in the mar- 
ket. If he chooses a market unwisely he suffers the con- 
sequences. 

“The world clamors for competency,” says “A Grocer,” 
“for in the upper realm the population is as thin as air. 
A Rockefeller will always get his miillions and a Thoreau 
his life everlasting.” 

This is good philosophy, but it is too abstract. Even 
Thoreau, who got life everlasting, was, to a considerable 
extent, beholden to things temporal. He took a borrowed 
ax with him when he entered the joys of eternity. Thus 
do facta and philosophy bite their thumbs the one at the 
other. 

As for instructors, and professors, too, we wot well of— 
they mean to live on ideals as far as they can. They are 
the salt of the earth, and probably they get happiness 
out of their vocations. Like Thoreau, they love the things 
of the spirit and are content. But while they are com- 


-pelled to sojourn on the material plane they should have 


enough to keep them materially decent. They must lead 
a dual life pending their translation to life everlasting, 
and. they have a right to ask for living wages. The laborer 
is worthy of his hire.

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PROF. TRIGG’S RETIREMENT. 


The retirement of Prof. Oscar Trigg from the faculty of 
Chicago University was in the interest of seemliness, in- 
tellectual dignity and common sense. 

Prof. Trigg made himself and his university unpleas- 
antly conspicuous by gushing praise of John D. Rockefel- 
ler and other business men who, he declared, were the 
equals of the heroes of creative thought like Shakspeare 
and Goethe. He afterwards sneered at the hymnals in 
common use, calling the verses “doggerel” and unworthy a 
place in books of praise. 

All of which was an offense against measure. Over- 
emphasis is the besetting sin of crude minds which have 
not yet assimilated the elements of culture and learned to ob- 
serve the rule of due proportion. Mr. Rockefeller is a great 
business man and as such is entitled to admiration. But is 
he a great man? Does he dwell close to the heart of things 
like Shakspeare, where he can feel the pulsations of eternal 
truth? That is the test of great manhood? The hymnals, 
perhaps, contain many verses not the best. But it can 
safely be said that the poorest of them have meant some- 
thing to some lonely soul. They teach at least the lessons 
of aspiration and unselfishness. To call them doggerel is 
to offend unnecessarily a vast number of people. 

Measure in all things—the maxim is important for all 
to lear, but is especially indispensable to one who puts 
himself forward as a teacher and guide

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- ORATORY AND MORAL IDEALS.

That philosopher declared that the art of right speech was 
not possible to anyone whose mind was not in contact with

routine acquisition be enough. An idea must not only be 
accepted, but appropriated and made a constituent element 
of the mind. The youth who reads the speeches of Demos- 
thenes and Chatham and Lincoln merely to catch the trick 
of expression or discover good ideas perfectly expressed, 
will not get below the surface of the matter. Master the 
thought first, then mold it according to individual under- 
standing, temperament and purpose. 

The three orators spoken of dealt almost exclusively in 
moral ideas, the only ideas which are of the body of truth, 
and, therefore, fit oratorical material. In the last analysis, 
all questions are questions of right and wrong, and that 
orator is the truest who drives straight to the root of the 
matter and discloses the underlying moral fact.. Others 
ean talk prettily, but only the man whose soul is charged 
with moral fervor can ever become a real orator.

Bradstreet reports that where weather conditions have 
been favorable, as in the South, distributive trade has 
been good and generally in excess of any change.

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“A CONSCIENCE CAMPAIGN.” 

Asserting his belief that the sentiment for reaffirmation 
is stronger than the newspapers declafe it to be, which 
indicates on his part a maximum of faith combined with a 
minimum of perception, Mr. Bryan said: “I have been 
recently in eight Southern states, where I have spoken 
frequently, as often as twice a day, and I find that the 
people believe that this should be a conscience campaign.” 

In this latter conclusion Mr. Bryan is right. The masses 
of the people want a “eonscience campaign,” and therein 
lies the core of the error into which Mr. Bryan has fallen 
in asserting that they want a reaffirmation of the political 
vagaries which he has injected into two Democratic plat- 
forms. The cloud of complacent egotism which obscures 
Mr. Bryan’s mental and moral vision prevents him from 
seeing that the popular desire for a conscience campaign 
precludes a popular desire for another campaign on the 
Bryan platform. For eight years Mr. Bryan has made 
strenuous but disastrous efforts to: reconcile his immoral 
cheap money and anti-law-and-order planks with the pop- 
ular conscience, but Bryanism and the popular conscience 
were wider apart in his second campaign than in his first, 
and have been constantly diverging until the conflict be- 
tween the two is irreconcilable. 

It is folly to talk of a conscience campaign based upon 
his proposal to cheapen the money of the country, thus 
depriving the toilers of more than half their wages and 
the thrifty poor of more than half their savings. It is vain 
to appeal to the popular conscience for the support of a 
campaign to bind the hands of the courts so that they can- 
not restrain violent and unlawful acts directed against life 
and property. 

There is opportunity for “a conscience campaign” in the 
approaghing election. All of the people groan under the 
oppression of excessive tariff taxes which shelter powerful 
monopolies. The people are burdened and robbed through 
high prices for the necessaries of life, and the necessaries 
of commerce and industry. 

The popular conscience would approve a campaign against 
the jingoistic spirit which is dragging the government into 
foreign entanglements, and is nullifying the traditional 
American principles of justice and liberty in our treatment 
of weaker peoples. . 

There is opportunity for “a conscience campaign” in an 
attack on the policy of extravagance and the system of 
graft which characterize the Republican administration of 
the government. 

These and other obvious lines of political battle clearly 
in the interest of the people offer a splendid opportunity 
for a successful campaign on a moral and practical basis. 
But such a campaign would be futile if linked with the 
immoral and impractical vagaries which Mr. Bryan insists 
shall again be embodied in the Democratic platform. It is 
impossible to conduct “a conscience campaign” upon dis- 
honest propositions.

UGHT AND ACTION — 
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CLEVELAND AND BRYAN. 
From the New York World. 

Mr. Bryan’s Commoner harks back to the fact that the 
World, which now holds that Grover Cleveland is the logical 
and strongest candidate of his party for President, severely 
criticised Mr. Cleveland's administration for its projected 
secret sale of bonds to a Wall street syndicate at an inade- 
quate price. 

This is true, and the World never regrets nor retracts one 
word of that critictsm. But the recalling of the incident 
serves to mark the difference between the twice-elected 
and the twice-defeated candidate for President, which is 
well worth noting. 

Mr. Cleveland authorized a contract with the Morgan syn- 
dicate for the purchase of bonds, apparently having been 
made to believe that this was the only method of securing 
gold to restore the treasury reserve and to protect the gov- 
ernment’s credit. But when the World, in support of its 
contention for a popular sale of the bonds, telegraphed to 
14,00 bankers and received replies from more than 7000 
offering over $235,000,000 of gold to the government, Prest- 
dent Cleveland at once annulled the syndicate contract and 
issued a call for a popular bond issue—with the result that 
the $100,000,000 he wanted was subscribed six times over at a 
price of about 112 instead of 104%. 

In other words, Mr. Cleveland respected the obvious will of 
the people and was not stone-blind and adder-deaf to a 
demonstrated fact. 

How does Mr. Bryan’s record compare with this? 

In 1896 and again in 1900 he championed a piebald platform 
of radical Democracy, Populistic vagaries and free silver 
Republicanism. In both elections the people rejected these 
heresies by overwhelming majorfties. Taught by experience 
and acting tn a truly Democratio spirit, the state conven- 
tions of his party, with hardly an exception, bowed to 
these verdicts of the people and dropped the dead and 
buried issues. 

Did Mr. Bryan tmitate the good example of President 
Cleveland? Did he respect the obvious wish of the great 
body of Democrats? 

On the contrary, he took early occasion to declare that 
“the Kansas City platform is sound in every plank, and 
the first act of fhe mext Democratic convention should be 
to reaffim it in its entirety.” And he is now devoting all his 
time and talents to the task of trying to lead the Democratic 
party into another campaign of stupidity, stultification and 
suicide. 

Which is the saner leader—which the truer Democrat?

The yse of wireless telegraphy for 
such diplomatic work, as well as in military and naval opera- 
tiona, seems capable of considerable extension, especially in 
gemi-civilized countries, where the capital is distant from 
the seaport.

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“PASSIVE RESISTERS” IN ENGLAND.

A passive revolution is in progress In England. More than 
100,000 Britigh subjects, called “Passive Resisters,”’ are resist- 
ing the collection of a tax for educational purposes which 
would practically compel them to assist In the teaching of 
a religious creed in which they do not believe, as well as 
force their children to he taught this creed. More than 7400 
of them have been served with summonses, and suffi- 
cient of the household goods of 350 has been sold to sat- 
isfy the tax. 

The “resisters’"’ ralling cry is “‘for conscience sake,"’ and 
all have vowed to withhold the tax devoted to compulsory 
education of children in religious doctrines in which their 
parents do not believe. 

Under the law referred to the schools of the Church of 
England are supported by public taxation while yet remain- 
ing under denomination management. The “resisters” con- 
tend that as soon as an educational institution becomes @ 
state institution it should cease to be sectarian.

She is Mrs. Jemima Lake, the author 
of the hymn, “I Think When I Read the Sweet Story of 
Old." Her home is at Newport Isle of Wight, and some 
time this spring enough of her small property is to be sold 
to satisfy the educational rate levied against her.

Practically every one of the 2,000,000 members of union bodies 
receives at least one in his home. Therefore these publica- 
tions reach approximately 5,000,000 people, or nearly one- 
twelfth of the entjre population of the country.

IS SMOKING DEMORALIZING?

Dr. Seaver, the physical director of the Yale gymnasium, is 
quoted as saying that he has observed that high-stand men 
at Yale do not smoke, and that the smokers of the col- 
lege are of mediocre attainments or low standing. He thinks 
that either the use of tobacco reduces mental activity in 


Yale students, or else that the inclination to use tobacco — 
betokens the kind of mind that will be graded low in intel- 


lectual tests, 


There is no question that smokers’ manners need to be 


ameliorated. If they are bad at Yale, it ie no more than 
can be observed elsewhere. If they can be improved In the 
case of college lads, so much the better. But Dr. Seaver’s 
reported observations on the demoralizing mental and phys- 
ical effects of tobacco will stand a little more discussion. 
He says the high-stand men at Yale don't smoke. Against 
that we record that here In New York most of the high-stand 
men seem to be smokers Ordinary observation indicates: 
that a large majority of the leading men in New York~— 
judges, pol#ticians, merchanta, bankers, lawyers doctors— 
smoke tobacco. And some of the ablest ministers do ths 
like, though perhaps not a majority of them. Smoking mar 
be bad for all these persons, but it would not be possib’e 
here—nor, probably, in any other city—to observe 

mental activity as a general consequence of using tobacco, 
or to find due basis for the opinion that the inclination te 
smoke betokens an inferior mind. 


THE LAND QUESTION, COREA. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 

Corea is a land of extreme beauty and fertility, though # 
has for years suffered from certain political evils which we 
may the more easily understand as they have analogies 
nearer home. It has a land question almost identical with 
the Irish land question, except that, tn Ireland, the land- 
lords were additionally odious as representatives of foreign 
conquest and foreign domination, the rule of an alien race 
and an alien faith. But in both Corea and Ireland, the 
heart of the land question economically speaking, was the 
same: a year-to-year tenancy, which gave the landlord the 
right to raise the rent every time the tenant improved his 
holding by clearing, draining, building or 
system, in Corea, as in Ireland, kept the 
perpetual poverty, and made all hope of progress 
tmpossible. The absenteeism of the Irish landlords was re- 
peated in Corea, as the land-owning class invariably streamed 
to the capital to take part tn its pleasures and amusements, 
and to participate in the court life which, for splendor of 
pageantry and costumes, and for elaborate detail! of etiquette, 
was a close second to the court of Vienna in the days before 
Sadowa and the legtslative secession of Hungary.

They have an intuitive refine- 
ment which is very pretty and charming. And although 
the native costume entaila a greater exposure than our 
northern ideas sanction—except mn a fashionable ballroom— 
they wear it so modestly, with such a graceful unconsclous- 
ness, that it appears perfectly natural and proper.” 

I asked him to describe the costuma and he laughed his 
“Ho! ho! ho!l’’ and approached the task with the awkward 
air of a big boy trying to tell his sister what another girl 
‘had on.” 

‘Why, I don’t believe I can. 
make out—”

And then, leaning forward with a very earnest face and 
llustrating the description with gestures of the big, cush- 
iony hands— 

“Among the richer classes they wear a skirt that comes 
about to the ankles. It’s made of—well, of satin or silk or 
something like that. And it’s elther very richly embroidered 
or else it’s hand-painted very gorgeously. Mind this ts a 
costume that is worn at festivals and very special 0oo- 
casions. Above the skirt comes the—’ 

But, alas! [I didn’t ask him how to spell it. It sounded 
lfke “‘kimasa” and though I have an intuition that it begins 
with ‘‘ch,” I'm going to write it: ‘*kimasa”’ for luck. 

“Above the skirt comes the kimasa, and it Is quite open 
here’’—a fluttering of the cushiony hands at the Deverian 
neck, “I guess it has sleeves—little short sleeves—well, 
about to there’’—cushiony hand tndicates spot about four 
inches below the point of the shoulder. “And up here 
they wear a starched neckerchief, crossed like this’’~—labor- 
lous and appropriate gestures. “The kerchief ts diaphanous, 
but they are very particular about having it crossed prop- 
erly. And then on the head they wear—er—well, it’s some 
thing black—er—I don’t know what you call it, but’*—a series 
of vague and helpless gesturea, 

“A mantilla,’’ I prompted 

“No—no—er—well, ft doesn’t make much difference,” he 
concluded, with truly masculine inconsequentiality, “but 
they wear something black on the head.” 

And he leaned back triumphantly and wiped his brow. 

“And what about the fashionable ladies of Manila—do they 
get their frocks from Parts?” 

“O, my, yes. They are very fond of dress and very styl- 
ish. And as for jewels—talk about diamonds! why, I have 
never seen anything Uke them At a fancy drese ball 
given just before I came away the display of diamonds by 
the Filipino women was simply magnificent. There were 
American women re. in about equal number, but they 
were completely outshone.”’ 


Honi Soit Qui Mal y Pense. 


Returning to the poorer classes and the modesty of their 
women, Mr. Taft quoted instances from his observation. 

“I remember seeing a woman whose kimasa accidentally 
slipped down, leaving the whole of one shoulder exposed, | 
but she did not show the slightest embarrassment, and her 
own modesty was so perfectly unaffected ana natural that 
no spectator could have felt embarrassed either. After 
living among the Filipinos you can appreciate the force of 
the proverb, ‘Honi soit gui mal y pense.’ | have seen a 
woman go down to the shore to bathe within sight of every- 
body, as they do habitually. She had to undress and dress 
within view of a great many people, and she did ft so fenr- 
lessly and naturally, and at the same time so modestly and 
quickly and skillfully, that even the most evi] mind could 
hardly think evil.” 

All of which, related very gently and earnestly, revealed 
the big ex-governor-general of the Philippines tn a sym- 
pathetic amd even somewhat of a poetical light. 

In further elucidation of tropical morality he gad: 

“There are a great many instdnces among the natives 
of families which have not been sanctified by a marriage 
service. Among us such a condition. would be looked upon 
with horror, but there Is an innocence and sincerity in the 
Filipino relationship which disarms condemnation. The 
people are so moral and good that the domestic virtues 
exist in the absence of the marriage tie. The relation in 
such cases continues as long as the parties prove faithful, 
snd as fidelity is a strong point with them, the system seems 
successful.’’

Infantile Mortality Alarming. 


“A great many children are borm,”’ he said, “but so many 
of them die that the population {s at a standstill The 
infant mortality is something fearful. I have never known 
anything like it in my life. And !t is all due to ignorance 
of the simplest hygienic principles, That ts where we oan 
do the Filipinos the greatest good—by educating them t!n 
hygiene. Mothers are incapable of nourishing their own 
infants, because of impreper diet. They have no idea of 
how to take care of themselves. A baby will be born today, 
and tomorrow the mother will be down at the river wagsh- 
ing. She will feel weak and 4ll,.ef,course, but will pay no 
attention to that. She has no idea. of the kind of attention 
a baby needs, and hers will probably @fe.' Nothing we can 
give the Filipinos is as important as education in hygiene’”’ 

It suddenly occurred to. me that William H. Taft looked 
rather like a youthful edition of Grover Cleveland, and I 
told him eo and asked him if ft had evar been remarked 
before, 

“Ho! ho! ho!’ he laughed, surprised at the sudden transi- 
tion. “Ho! ho! Well, yes; I was told so the other night at 
a dinner party—in fact, I’ve often been told so.” 

“Do you think Mr. Cleveland would be a good candMate 
for the Democratic party?” 

“Yes, I think he would, but—mind, I think a great deal of 
Mr. Cleveland; we are very good friends—but I’m afraid 
his candidacy would go against the prejudice the American 
people have against a third term.” 

And he wagged his big head sagaciously, 

“What was your ambftion as a boy?’ I asked trotting 
out the old reliable among questions. 

‘Why, I don’t believe I had any.” 

“You didn't want to be a soléler or a circus rider?’

“Oh! hol ho! Of course I couldn't answer that ques- 
tion! But I'll tell you this—to my mind the bench has al- 
ways had a greater attraction than anything else in the 
world, and I have never been so happy as in the perform- 
ance of judictal work.’’

Apropos of trade following the flag, the question of shoes 
cropped up. The untutored Filipino doesn’t wear ’em, but 
before his departure from the {slands Gov. Taft observed 
half the population decked out in shoes, and very proud 
of them, in a place where all had formerly bean baref(ot. 

“They are very imitative,”” he explained laughing, ‘‘and 
very quick to adopt American adornment: I can see where 
the patent leather industry is going to Fave a boom be 
fore long—ho! ho! ho!” 

“But do you think {ft will make them happier to want 
things that they never wanted before?” 

“O, yes; they'll be better off with shoes—they’ll be able 
to get around better,” said Mr. Taft practically. ‘Just 
now they desire them for vanity, but bye and ‘bye they

will want them for necessfty. And then there’s a big future 
for trade fin cotton goods., The goods they get now are very 
tnferior—poor stuff that the English manufacturers «hip to 
the Philippines because they can sell it there,” 

“Aré& the Filipinos as energetic as the Japs?’ 

“No, oh no; but you must remember that theirs is a trop- 
ical climate, Considering his climate the Filfpino is a good 
worker. But the people have not been developed intelleotu- 
ally. They haven't hed the training of the Japanesa They 
haven't that strong tribal Bentiment running through the 
successive authorities and centering at last {A the Emperor, 
as the Japanese have, The Spanish destroyed all that in 
them. But perhaps for that very reason they will prove 
better fitted in time for a popular form of government.’

Secretary Taft regarded me severely. 

“Conditiong tn the Philippines need the most delicate 
handling,’’ he continued, “Only one who has been there can 
understand. They are a quick, impetuous people. They 
know nothing about self-government, and will need a great 
deal of very careful training before they are fitted for it. 
That training ft is our aim to give them. In two years, for 
Instance, we are going to ellow them a legislative assembly 
of their own. Preparations are being made for that now. 
It remains to be seen what they will do with it. There is 
a party of hot-headed spirits who don’t want to wait for 
that—they want to jump over the educative interval and 
have the legislative assembly at once. If they got it, 
there'd be the worst mixup you ever saw! On the other 
hand, there ts a strong conservative body that is opposed 
to independence—that is anxious to be governed and to be 
trained in the ways of government. 


“And If any statement were published Indicating a time at 
which the Islands were to be given their Independence, it 
would do Incaiculable harm. That conservative party would 
be wiped out and the consequences would be disastrous. 

“I can’t make that strong enough,” he conaluded 


louasly.

Twentieth Century Club. 


Mrs. Morton Jourdan read before the 
Twentieth Century Art Club a compre- 
hensive paper on “How to Judge a Pic- 
ture,” first admitting that genuine art 
critics are rare. Beginning with Greek 
art and its power among men she followed 
out the study of canvas of the few suc- 
cessful colorists—Titian, Rubens, Rem- 
brandt and Regnault, and the great Flor- 
entine draftsmem Raphael, Angelo and 
Leonardo. The student was urged to study 
the Millet colorings. ‘‘Detection of the 
beauty of color cannot be learned from a 
book.”’ Attention was called to the neces- 
sity of study of tone and ation as 
found in the work of Corregio. Corot was 
mentioned as chief among luminarists. The 
student was congratulated on the increas- 
ing numbers of fine things in American 
galleries. 

In the World’s Fair section Miss Kather- 
ine Higgins took up “Woman’s Part in the 
Louisiana Purchase,’ mentioning the neg- 
ative position given to women at the out- 
set, there being no woman on the original 
board and no appropriation from Congress 
for the exclusive use of women. The orig- 
inal idea having been to establish a per- 
manent Hall of Philanthropy. The failure 
of this conception was a disappointment. 
Miss Margaret Wood held that it is now 
conceded by all that there are compensa- 
tions tn the failure. It will dignify wom- 
an’s work to have ft placed on the same 
footing as that of the man, not ‘being 
isolated from the group to which it be- 
longs. As the arrangement now stands the 
work of women exhibitors will, for the 
first fime in any organization, stand side 
by side with man's work and be measured 
by the same standard. ‘The elimination 
of the purely feminine is erpectally repre- 
sentative of modern conditions.”’ Laem:

W YORK WOMEN 
FAR MRS. DECK 


She Is a Power to Be Reckoned at the 
Convention of Women’s Clubs 
in St. Louis. 


That New York club women are looking 
to Colorado as a power to be feared in 
the coming election at the biennial of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs, which 
will be held in this city the third week in 
May, is clearly shown from an article 
which appeared recently in the club notes 
of the New York Daily News, in which a 
lengthy discussion was given on the poesi- 
ble re-election of Mrs. Dimies T. Denison, 
New York’s most preminent club woman. 
The article says: 

“A candidate to be feared is Mrs. Sarah 
Platt Decker. Mrs. Decker is from Denver 
and is an orator. A natural public speaker 
of immense ability, with a breezy, mag- 
netic personality, Mrs. Decker is the clev- 
erest in the United States at stampeding 
a convention. At the last three biennials 
Mrs. Decker’s candidacy has been like 
Banquo’'s ghost, that arose at every feast 


fi to annoy the feasters.” 


The New York women are ready and 
willing to back their candidate, Mrs. Den- 


ison, and have hopes that, should she de- 
sire to hold the Office for another term, 
she can carry the vote. 

Should Mrs. Denison decline to run after 
she gets to St. Louis, it {sg believed the 
vice-president, Mrs. Burdette of California, 
would be the natural candidate. as it has 
been rather the custom to promote the 
vice-president. Mrs. Denison herself stepped 
into the president's office in that way. 

But here comes the fear of Denver's 
formidable candidate, Mrs. Decker, and 
the article goes on to say: ‘“*‘The presence 
of this candidate will make the fight inter- 
esting for Mrs. Burdette, wife of the fa- 
mous ‘Bob’ Burdette. 

‘She has been recently making a tour 
of state conventions in her capacity of 
vice-president, and has visited dozens of 
them, making friends everywhere. She is 
very able and very wealthy. It is said 
that she does not command the undivided 
support of her own state, a thing well- 
nigh fatal in any candidacy. But others 
say that this is only because California 
clubwomen cannot forget that she was a 
stenographer or something of that sort 
before she married her millionaire em- 
ployer. He left her all his money when 
he died, and the wit and genius of her 
second husband have always been most 
ably at the service of his ambitious wife. 

“As for Mrs. Decker, she was the first 
president of the Woman's Club of Denver, 
the most famous club tn the country, ex- 
cept the Chicago Woman's club. She has 
heen intimately associated with all the re- 
markably active and efficient club work of 
that state, has been president of the state 
board of charities and correction and was 
vice-president of the General Federation 
under Mrs. Lowe.”’ 


POPE’S BLESSING FOR RUDINI. 


Readily Granted to Marquis at His 
Wife’s Request.

I, or anybody else who is not too dazed 
to put up his gloves, can get behind a 
block that can not be penetrated.

Regan From Defeat. 


When I fought Frankie Neil on the coast 
I was not next to his style. He feinted me 
out and dropped me early in the fight. It 
hurt like blazes. I came up feeling as 
though somebody had turned off the air 
supply of the world, and at the same time 
was beating me on the head. 

Pverything went biack in front of me 
for a second, and I just had enough left 
in my upper story to tell myself to get to 
the front with the sefety block. 

I did, and I got over the rib-roaster of 
Neil. I evened up enough on him before 
the battle was over to get a draw, all be- 
cause of the safety block—some people call 
it “stalling.” 

The eafety block ought to cover every 
danger point of the body and head This 
would mean that the jaw, heart, solar 
plexus and stomach must all be out of 


reach of opponent's blow. 
The best block I use, when hard pressed, 
is to throw up my right glove until k cov- 
ers my left jaw completely. The left arm 
protects the heart and the wrist and left 
glove cover thg stomach and plexus region, 
e position you have to get into is a 
crouch, with your left side to the enemy, 
and the left shoulder hiked up so that it 
affords additional protection to the jaw. 


Abe Attell’s Favorite 
“Stall” Is a Good One. 

When I am fixed this way, they have 
to get an ax to do business with me. The 
only place I can be hit is on the top of 
thehead er on the arms, gloves or back. 

You can take an awful lot of walloping 
there, I can tell you.

©oers than that displayed in choosing the 
fen who must make the great regatta a 
@uccess, 

Upon the Southwestern Rowing Associa- 
tion, an eight-club federation, will fall the 
weight of responsibility for all prepara- 
tions for the national event. The clubs in 
the organization are the North End, the 
Ocentral, the St. Louis, the Western Row- 
tng clubs, the Century Boat Chib and the 
Worth Side Boat Club, all of St. Louis, and 
the North Side and South Side Boat clubs 
ef Quincy, Il. 

The association must incur a heavy ex- 
pense in order to make the preparations 
that are considered necessary for the suc- 
cess of the regatta. The greatest expense 
will be improvements at Creve Coeur 
Zake, where the races will be held. It will 
be necessary to deepen the lake in places 
and boat houses must be built to accom- 
modate the shells of the many crews who 
will participate. 

Platforms and landings will be erected 
along the shore of the lake and dressing 
rooms provided with baths must be pro- 
vided for the oarsmen who will compete. 

Besides this expense it 1s the rule of 
the National Association that the club 
which bids for the regatta agrees to give 
the trophies in all the events. These will 
amount to several hundreds of dollars. 

The local association must ‘also bear the 
expense of hotel bills for the executive 
committee, who will be im actual charge 
ef the regatta. Then there will be the 
expense of renting a hall for the conven- 


tion. 

Taking all these into consideration, G. 
Wililam Senn, the commodore of the asso- 
ciation, says that a conservative estimate

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Distance Is 1525 Miles, Or Nearly Three Miles More Than 
the Record Distance Flight for Birds 
of This Species. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 27.—Dr. G. W. Fisher 
of Baltimore will make an attempt to es- 
tablish the worlds record for a pigeon fly, 
long distance. The trial will be made under 
the rules of the National Association of 
Pigeon Flyers. The present long-distance 
fly is 1522.85 miles. 

Dr. Fisher will ship 10 birds in June to 
beyond Denver, Colo., on the top of the 
Rocky Mountains. The distance from the 
point selected to his loft, 824 Park avenue, 
Baltimore, is 1525 miles. This will be the 
first big fly from the West, all others hav- 
ing been from the South. The great ob- 
stacle is crossing the Allegheny Mountains. 
Another drawback is the fact that the birds 
starting in a rarefied atmosphere will meet 
heavier atmosphere the entire way home, 


Dr. Fisher owns the 1000-mile champion 
birds of the South. He got three home out 
of five in July last. The flight was from 
Punta Gorda, Fla., and was made at the 
time the Elks held their convention in Bal- 


timore. He also owned and: bred the two 
birds out of five which flew from Brew- 
town, Ala., to his loft, 800 miles. He also 
bred and flew the youngest bird which ever 
flew 500 miles in one day, coming home from 
Augusta, Ga. This bird was 19 weeks old 
one is known as the Twentieth Century

Of the 10 birds he ships for the proposed 
long flight eight have records ani are di- 
loma winners. Of the 10 birds he will fly 
ve are from one pair called ‘“‘Daddy”’ and 
“Mammy.” From this pair he has flown 12 
birds at various distances from 100 to 1000 
miles and has never had but one fall to 
come home.

Nevada Jurists Say Their Colorado 
Brethren Don’t Know Ele- 
mentary Law. 


CLASH OVER LABOR LAW 


Shot From Lawyers Who Are 
., Not in Danger of Punishment 
‘ for Contempt. 


CARSON CITY, Nev., Feb. 27.—The su- 
prenté courts of Nevada and Colorado are 
at war.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The Evening 
Post's Wall street news today says: 

Though its character was not unexpected 
today’s bank statement made in some re 
spects a remarkable showing. Through a 
$4,500,000 gain in cash and a $4,000,000 loan 
reduction, surplus reserves are raised to 
the highest figures since June 10, 1899. The 
highest figure reached last year was $26,- 
414,000, on Jan. 24; im 1902, $26,623,000, on 
Feb. 1; in 1901, $30,799,000, on Jan. 26; in 
1900, $30,871,000, on Feb. 3. Today’s return 
fixed the surplus at $32,149,000, 

This is a highly gratifying comparison; 
it would perhaps be more so, if it were 
known precisely how the strong situation 
has been brought about. 

Security markets were neither interesting 
nor significant. At New York prices moved 
lazily up and then moved down; in Europe 
their action was almost exactly similar. jA 
rather sharp rise in sterling exchange was 
the only financial incident of the day.

Thus far, the purely financial in&lenrts 
of the war have in general favored the 
American position. Uur money marker, 
and with our financial and commercial 
movement, is bound of course to be sym- 
pathetically affected by such a shiver 
of apprehension as has passed through 
Europe. That undefined quaility known 
as “confidence’’ could hardl: fa’! ' 
more or less impaired, and the very vis- 
ible pause in financial enterprises, this 
month, is evidence that it has been 
thus affected. There are four ways in 
which American finance could be tangi- 
bly harmed by the European war. Eu- 
rope might sell stocks on our markets 
to relieve its own distresses. We might 
be called upon to finance the loans of 
belligerent states. Or, again, the Euro- 
ean markets, pinched for money, might 

id such rates as would draw away capi- 
tal, and perhaps, draw goia in quanuity 
from us. Or, finally, war itself might 
interfere with our outside trade, and em- 
barrass business concerns engaged in it. 

Our situation in each of these four 
directions is readily summed up. 

Europe can gp | embarrass our mar- 
kets seriously by selling, because it has no 
mee peent supply of American stocks to 
sell. 

Ten years ago, Saturday’s Paris panio, 
with its recoil on London, would have 
shaken Wall street as violently as it shook 
the Bourse, but we have bought back the 
floating stocks, and though Germany, in an 
emergency, has enough to make things 
momentarily awkward, it could hardly de- 
moralize our stock exchange.

Transfer of floating capital, in response 

to an urgent bid from Europe, is what the 
matkets chiefly had to fear from the pres- 
ent situation. Such fears have been much 
allayed this present week. Neither Japan 
nor Russia has as yet made a move to bor- 
row elsewhere than at home. In fact, in- 
stead of recalling credit balances from the 
outside market, both governments seem to 
have increased them; a policy which, along 
with the very considerable release of funds 
through stock exchange liquidation, has 
found quick response ih a steady fall of the 
fiscount rate at London. With money 
lending at 8 per cent or thereabouts in 
Lombard street, a ‘‘drain of capital’ from 
New York is not very threatening. 
It is very true that this may change 
with the progress of the war. The Jap- 
anese loan and the Russian note issue 
cannot foot for three months the bills 
of the present contest. But this is at 
all events the existing situation, and it 
may safely be said that the fourth possi- 
bility of evil-interference with our trade 
is at present equally innocuous. Interest 
is added to this phase of the situation 
by the performances of the wheat and 
cotton marketg. Wheat touched $1.10 per 
bushel, on the theory that the blockade 
of some competitive produce will en- 
hance outside demand for our grain re- 
serves. But outsiders are showing ex- 
emplary patience, perhaps because of a 
shrewd suspicion that the Russian far- 
mer, being more heavily taxed but not 
less accessible to the market, may in 
his blundering way see fit to undersell 
us. The Chinese export trade in cotton 
goods must undoubtedly be hurt by an 
eastern war; but, as it happns, there is 
not a great deal of it now to hurt.

FEW SALES OF BANK STOCKS 


Bank and Trust Company Issues Ap- 
pear to Be in the Hands of 
Stronger Holders. 


BY ROBERT N. PEARSON. 


The most important development of the 
past week in financial circles has been the 
semi-official announcement that the Transit 
company *has arranged its finances in such 
4 manner that the possibilities of a receiver 
for the property are overcome. This ar- 
rangement had been pretty well discounted, 
as advices through those in close touch 
with the affaira of the company indicated 
that much a week ago, but the return of 
President Carleton of the Transit company 
and his statement that it was only a mat- 
ter of detail before the loan on or sale of 
the remaining Transit company bonds 
would be definitely announced, had a more 
official ring than previous gossip. 

This statement on the part of President 
Carleton had the effect of immediately 
strengthening the market for the stock and 
there wag a sharp advance in the price. 
Matters connected with the coming election 
appear to be in an unchanged condition at 
the present time. Those who have any new 
information are guarding it very closely and 
are not showing their hand. 

Proxies of stockholders who are not al- 
lied with any of the diferent factions of 
the traction companies are still being so- 
licited and the new interest which {is cred- 
ited with holding in the neighborhood of 
20,000 shares is said to have been quite suc- 
cessful in getting the right to vote a large 
number of shares. Rumors of the retire- 
ment of President Carleton are not as cur- 
rent as last week, and many hold that he 
will continue in charge of the affairs of 
the company, possibly taking a less active 
part, but still retaining the office of pres- 
ident. Rumors continue persistent to the 
effect that one who had been formerly con- 
nected with the management of the com- 
pany, but who is in Chicago, is slated to 


return to St. Louis and take an active part 
in the affairs of the Transit compaay. 

The success of the World’s Fair loan was 
an important factor in the Transit Co.'s 
loan, and somé authorities hold that the

Mouetary affairs continue to be in a most 
mpeg ——_ Rates continue to be 
- and funds in ample supply. Bankers 
state that deposits are increasing as much 
as can be desired, and that the outiook 
is excellent. The government has not yet 
called for funds to make the Panama canal 
payment, but the banks are expecting it 
shortly, and have prepared themselves so 
that they will be in no way embarrassed 
by the withdrawal of St. Louis’ proportion 
of the necessary call. 

An excellent feature of the stability of 
the local financial market is in the fact 
that there have been fewer transfers of 
banking and trust company stocks lately 
than for many months. On the face of this 
assertion it might appear to some that 
this was an adverse condition, but such is 
not really the case. It {fs the very best 
indication that the holders of these se- 
curities are fully satisfied with the intrin- 
sic value of their holdings, and are not 
disposed to part with them. The selling 
of this class of securities some months 
ago was undoubtedly of the nature of 
ferced liquidation on the part of those 
who were carrying them on margin. If 
the books of the banks and trust compa- 
nies could be examined, competent au- 
thorities say that they would show the 
stock to be in stronger hands than at any 
revious time The present holders are 
argely investment holders, who are not 
the kind who rush on the market and 
lump their stocks as soon as some one 
startes unfavorable reports. They are also 
a class of stockholders who are working 
at all times for the welfare of the insti- 
tutions in which they are interested. On 
Saturday there was a slight flurry in the 
price of the banking issues that was 
hard to explain. The sales were only nom- 
inal, but the tone lacked the strength of 
the earlier part of the week. The bidding 
and offering was mainly in small lots and 
had many of the marks of being “‘feelers’’ 
to ascertain the status of the market. 

General trade conditions are excellent. 
Merchants and manufacturers report that 
the spring trade is in full sewing, and is 
of a volume that is an improvement over 
last year. The drop in the price of cot- 
ton has had some effect on collections in 
the Southwest, but not to any considerable 
extent. 

On the 8t. Louis Exchange the week 
was a short one, Washington’s birthday 
heing a holiday, and cutting off a day of 
trading.

AL TORPEOES 


Whitehead Factory in Fiume, Hun- 
gary, Made Prosperous by 
War in the East. 


ag Ag iy Paptabiog ) 
FICMEe ge, Feb, 27.—The Post. 
Dispatch correspondent visited here today 
the Whitehead torpedo factory, whose tor- 
pedoes are playing such a large part in 
the Russo-Japanese war. The works are 
now managed by an Dnglishman named A. 
EB. Jones, whose inventions have largely 
contributed to bringing the torpedo to its 
present state of effectiveness. 

“The result of the torpedo work causes 
us no surprise,” he said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. “Both sides have 
large numbers of our torpedoes, and it 
merely depends on which is best able to 
utilize them. 

“Japan always has shown great faith in 
torpedoes, and especially since her experi- 
ence with China, and has put more en- 
ergy, expense and time into torpedo train- 
ing than almost any power. Before this 
war is over every power will recognize that 
the tonpedo is the cardinal factor in a naval 
engagement. 

‘Japan has shown at Port Arthur that 
once a torpedo flotilla succeeds in getting 
within range battleships are comparatively 
helpless, and that with a comparatively 
small sacrifice a tompedo flotilla can al- 
ways damage if not destroy the strongest 
fleet. 

“Japan has been buying heavily from us 
in the last five years. 

“After j|America’s war with Spain con- 
fidence in torpedoes was much shaken, yet 
we never lost hope, but improved our tor- 
pedoes, manufacturing larger and swifter 
ones, carrying more explosives. With new 
steering apparatus straight shooting is 
now certain, 

“Torpedo nets, once believed to be a sure 
guard, are now a thing of the past. The 
only remaining defense against torpedoes 
is to keep out of range.”’ 

The Whitehead company, which prac- 
tically stands alone in the manufacture of 
torpedoes, was founded in 1858. When em- 
ploying its full complement of 900 skilled 
hands it can turn out two complete tor- 
pedoes daily, selling at $25000 each. These 
men employed—nearly all Croatians—re- 
celve a high rate of pay for this couutry, 
some earing $3.50 a day. 

It was said*just before the Russo-Jap- 
anese war began that it would either ruin 
the Whitehead company or establish it on 
a basis of unshakable prosperity.

He found that he could buy sup- 
plies with the aluminum money at ex- 
actly the same figures as if he were of- 
fering Uncle Sam's gold coins in pay- 
ment. Consequently he was 10 per cent 
richer than would have been the case 
otherwise. 


He went back to the country rejoicing. 

“Williams is the place for me!” he told 
his neighbors.

Coin collectors all over the country are 
offering premiums for the varicus alumi- 
num issues of the Williams mint. The 
money is a curiosity in the history of 
the world’s coinage. 

And the farmers in the trade territory 
of Williams are similarly partial to this 
aluminum money.

= USSIA’S secret enemies are at work. Some 
of the most crushing blows at her naval and 


military strength since the present war be- 
gan have not been delivered by the Jap- 
anese. The mysterious series of ‘‘acci- 
dents’’ by which she has lost battleships, 
cruisers, soldiers and ammunition in the 
hour of need and which have no parallel in any previous war, 
reveal the hand of the Nihilist. They show the presence of a 
new party to the war, an undreamed of danger to the Czar, 
an unexpected ally of the Japanese, the work of the most ter- 
rible secret organization in the world. 
The hour for which the Nihilist has waited has come. And 
he is striking terrific blows. 
IHILISM permeates the Russian army and navy. It is not con- 
N fined to the private in the ranks, nor to the man before the 
mast, but embraces officers of tle highest grade as well. It is 
terrible, because it is fanatical and intelligent. The Nihilist is bound by a 
fearful oath to throw away his life for the cause when the opportunity 
offers. He sacrifices himself like a fanatic. But this devotion is not 
misdirected through ignorance. The Nihilist is educated, which is the 
reason he is formidable. He is one man against the mighty Ozar, but 
he sees the spot where the latter is weak and strikes at it unerringly at 
the psychological moment. 
ere would there be a more stri illustration of the weakness 
ofa i eee against @ single individual of this kind, than the sinking 
of a battleship on her way out to meet the enemy, as happened at Port 
Arthur? How could there be a more crushing blow at a government than 
the placing of a bomb by a member of the crew somewhere down below 
the water line at such a moment? 

A single instance of this would show a the work of a single man. 
But. when the same thing happens again and again in widely separated 
places, the operation of a gigantic and terrible conspiracy is revealed. 

The official explanation is “torpedoes.” That is what the Russian 

vernment says about, the loss of the cruisers in the straits of Tsugaro, 
about the three splendid battleships sent to the bottom at Port Arthur, 
about the sinking of the Yenisei in Talienwan Bay, about the disasters 
to other warships. 

It is always torpeodes. Generally these wonderful torpedoes that 
are getting in their fine work at a range of from 3 to 10 miles are 
Japanese, but they are sometimes Russian. That is what they said in 
St. Petersburg about the cruiser Yenisei, that she “ran into one of her 
own mines.” Skilled naval officers like the Russians are so liable te do 
this!

Now, when you consider that torpedoes are an old, long-tried method 
of naval warfare and that there is not a single instance in history of 
a warship being sunk by one of them, you will begin to realize that there 
must be some other explanation of the mysterious series of disasters to 
the Rusian navy.

There is no longer, I believe, 
informed minds as to the efficacy of radium 
treatment on diseases such as cancer, tumors, 
lupus, ete., and I know of many cases treated 
externally by means of radium, both here and 
abroad, ‘with most promising results. 

Also many cascs have been treated in which 
micro-organisms which produce various diseases 
have been. killed in j% comparatively short tjme 
by exposure to radium rays. 


It therefore. occurred to me considerably over 
a year ago that if liquids could be made radio- 
active, in cases where persons had internal can- 
cer, tumor or certain other malignant diseases, 
these patients might have a radio-active water 
injected into them, and the micro-organism pro- 
ducing these diseases would by this remedy 
be destroyed or checked and the patient bene- 
fited, just as patients who are externally treated 
with radium are benefited by the rays direct 
from the radium itself.

It also oocurred to me that medicines which 
were internally administered might be made 
radio-active and thus be given a new property. 
I succeded in making a number of medicines 
in the form of pills, powders, etc, quite power- 
fully radio-active by expusing them to radium, 
and administered certain of these medicines. 

I have algo had the idea that a radio-active 
liquid, or perhaps such a Hguld in combination 
with radio-active medicine, could be introduced 
into the blood or into the underlying tissues 
where local treatment was desired by means of 
cataphoresis, or, in other words, by causing a 
eurrent of electricity to carry the properties of 
the radio-active solution into the system.

HE collection of totem poles constituting a feature of the Alaskan exhib- 
it and which has arrived at the Fair grounds, is especially fine, one in 
particular being the best example of this native work ever seen. A to- 
tem, commonly representing an animal or plant, is regarded by the 
Alaskan natives with superstitious respect. It is distinguished from & 
fetich in that it is never an isolated individual. Each c’an has its own to- 
tem, and the clan members call themselves by the name ofthe totem. 

The totem, or clan deity, is supposed to protect the clan members, each of whom shows 
his respect for it by not killing it, if it be an animal, or by not cutting it, if be a plant. Some- 
times the clan members tatoo their bodies with images of the totem, or so arrange their hair 
and mutilate their bodies ag to resemble it. They believe that they are descended from the 
totem and that. they will be transformed into it. when they die. 

If the ‘totem is a snake, for instance, it is believed that no snake will bite a member of 
that clan. If one is. bitten it is regarded as proof that he is not a true clansman and has 
not treated ‘his totem with proper regard. The totem pole is a later development of totem- 
ism. The savage treats his totem pole with the same respect as he extends to the totem it- 
self. These poles are erected about their dwellings. When the crude nature of their im- 
plements is considered, the carving of these totem poles seems really wonderful. They are gro- 
tesque, of course, but infinite patience and astonishing skill are shown in the workmanship.
